for his subject "Quebec and 
Free Speech; the Legal Aspects— 
the Vote of the Students," when he 
addresses the student body on 
Wednesday, November 17th, at 5 
p.m. in the Union Ballroom. 

Mr. Calder 'is a 'prominent barris- 
ter, and has had a colourful and 
interesting career. He was once 
Prosecuting Attorney for Montreal, 
and used to call himself a "Conser 
vative-Liberal - Radical-Capitalist' 
It was he who said, when the pad- 
lock law was made public, that if 
any man tore off such a padlock, he 
would defend him in the highest 
court in Canada. Recently, Mr. 
Calder has been trying to get war 
rants for the arrest of Roland Guy, 
who headed the U. of M. students' 
demonstration, and Dr. Lambert, t 
leading Montreal Fascist, on 
charges of inciting to violence. Ac- 
cording to the "Daily Herald," Mr. 
Calder's sincerity and integrity are 
as undoubted as his enthusiasm in 
the cause of free speech. 

Mr. Calder is an active member 
of the Civil Liberties Union. This 
union is trying to obtain an in- 
junction to prevent Mayor Rey- 
nault from banning public meet- 
ings, by way of achieving its objects, 
freedom of speech, and freedom of 
assembly— with the right to express 
any ideas therein, and the freedom 
of the workers to form trade unions. 

Next Wednesday's meeting will 
be sponsored by the Social Prob- 
lems Club, and will also take up the 
question of .the banning of the film 
"Life of Emile Zola from the pro- 
vince.

«yHE conflict in China in- 
volves more than merely 
China and Japan,— a world issue 
is at stake." This was the key- 
note of the address delivered 
Wednesday noon by Bishop 
Philip Lindel Tsen, of Honan, 
China, before an audience 
assembled to observe the Student 
Peace Hour. 

He began by observing that in 
spite of an almost universal desire 
for peace, very little had been 
achieved. The only hope for the 
future, he continued, lay in con- 
certed action on the part of the 
peace-loving nations. It is high 
time the pacifists agreed as to how 
a peaceful world was to be ob- 
tajned, and set about actually ob- 
taining it. 

"An upright heart, an honest 
mind, a cultured body, an orderly 
family, a disciplined nation, a 
peaceful world." In analysing this 
quotation from the disciple of a 
grandson of Confucius, Bishop Tsen 
explained that it sums up the whole 
Chinese philosophy of a harmonious 
existence. Starting with the in- 
dividual, it develops into the con- 
ception -t>f an -ideal, peaceful- uni- 
verse based on justice. The 
Bishop closed with a plea for world 
co-operation. 

Bishop Tsen was introduced by 
Dean Hendel, and Ivor Williams 
was in the chair. The meeting was 
held under the auspices of the 
S.P.M.

and we hope that an ideal 
state of democracy will some 
day be realized," said Edgar 
Ritchie, of Mount Allison Uni- 
versity, the first speaker to up- 
hold the affirmative of the 
resolution Ithat "Democracy Is 
Suitable For Periods of Prosperity 
Only", which was debated in the 
Union Wednesday night. 

"But it can only be developed in 
a state of economic prosperity be- 
cause that is the only time that it 
can tend to an ideal state." 

"On the contrary," said Thomas 
Lamont, of McGill, first speaker of 
the negative, "prosperity makes the 
realization of democracy difficult. 
But in times of economic stress, it 
is only democracy that can see us 
through." , 

"During economic stress, democ- 
racy must be modified' to be 
saved," stated, Clarence Mercer, of 
Acadia University, speaking for the 
affirmative. "At such a time 
democracy is ailing, and coalition 
or dictatorship are the only 
remedies." 

"If democracy is once given up, 
it is gone, and we must begin the 
fight for it all over again, for no 
government Tiàs beén f ound _ whlch' 
is as adequate as democracy." These 
were the assertions of Jim Burt, of 
McGill, concluding speaker for the 
negative. 

The vote of the audience was then 
taken, the majority being in favour 
of the negative as upheld by the 
McGill speakers.

Nations ■ must be willing to step 
down from their position and 
claim of absolute national sover- 
eignty. The wars of the future 
will not be as have been wars of 
the past— affairs for professional 
soldiers. In the future wars, those 
who stay at home will suffer as 
much as those who go to the front," 
urged Rev. Lawrence Clare. 

On Wednesday night, as the 
Montreal Youth Congress held its 
Remembrance Day Peace Rally in 
the Auditorium of the Montreal 
High School before an audience of 
a few hundred young people. Guy 
Tombs, treasurer of the Montreal 
branch of the League of Nations 
Society, was chairman. 

Miss L, L. Gates, general secre- 
tary of the Y.W.C.A., spoke on the 
women's angle regarding war. She 
declared that the price which 
women must pay in war is too 
high. We must have peace, we 
need it every day. 

"Ultra-patriotism and nationalism 
is a dangerous thing. We cannot be 
passive in this peace issue. We 
cannot sit back and not take any 
part in the matter of peace. We 
have many serious paradoxes to 
face in this matter of peace," said 
Mr. H. C. Cross, of the Y.M.C.A. 
He went on to say that in the prose- 
cution of war we see many sacri- 
fices and if we are going to win 
peace we must discipline ourselves, 
and have a spirit of unselfishness 
and sacrifice.

Council Representative Sup-

/CALLED to a short meeting. at 

noon on Wednesday in the Men's 
Smoking Room of the Arts Build- 
ing, the students in the School of 
Commerce upheld a vote of confi- 
dence in their representative on the 
Students' Council on the question 
of the S.C.M. 

After hearing the details of the 
conflict between the S.C.M. and the 
Council, the 65 or 70 Commerce 
students expressed confidence in 
their representative, Robert Dunn, 
Comm. '38. "The meeting, which 
lasted only four or five minutes, 
showed that the Council member 
had the unanimous backing of the 
Commerce undergraduates, as there 
was not a dissenting vote cast. 

According to Bert Love, secre- 
tary of the Commerce Undergradu- 
ate Society, the fact that the school 
placed its confidence in the Council 
representative showed that the same 
confidence extended to the Council 
itself, in its handling of the S.C.M. 
issue.

^HE Spnnish Republic is 
fighting Franco and his 
forces witli a rifle in one hand 
and a text-book in the other, 
declared Hazcn Sise when ques- 
tioned by the Daily yesterday 
after his recent return from 
Madrid. Despite the war, the 
Government has proceeded to tackle 
the tremendous problem of educa- 
tion and to develop the most pro- 
gressive aspects 'of Spanish culture, 
the former McGill student said in 
an exclusive interview with the 
Daily. 

Commenting briefly on the politi- 
cal and military aspects of the war, 
he called the ' Non-intervention 
Agreement a "tragic mistake," bas- 
ing this statement on his own im- 
pressions gained in Spain and in 
France and England last October on 
his way back to Canada. 

"What I saw of the Republican 
armies," he said, "tends to support 
the opinion that the war would 
have been won months ago if the 
Government had been allowed to 
buy arms in the normal way, sanc- 
tioned by international law and cus- 
tom, Once a war has started, the- 
ultimate cause of Peace is surely 
better served not only by getting it 
finished quickly,' but by .trying to 
ensure that Progress and Democ- 
racy will be on the winning side. A 
Fascist victory in Spain would not 
only breed future trouble for 
Europe but, owing to its geogra- 
phical position, would prove a seri- 
ous threat to the vital communica- 
tions of the Empire." 

NEW ARMY ORGANIZED. 

Mr. Sise then went on to say that, 
internally, the situation is much- 
more favourable to the Loyalists 
than is usually realized. Political, 
differences have been straightened 
out, and, "as never before, the mass" 
of the people is solidly behind the 
Government." 

Since the spring, a new army 
organized on "regular" lines has 
taken the place of the hastily- 
formed Militia Battalions. • "It could 
do with more arms, but should put 
up a great fight with what it has," 
he continued. "When I left Spain 
at the end of September, I had 
never before felt so confident as to 
the ultimate outcome." 

Working under Dr. Norman Be- 
thune in the Canadian Blood Trans- 
fusion Unit for nearly ten months, 
Mr. Sise made many trips to front' 
line sectors, and there observe 
methods used to teach previous 
illiterate soldiers to read and write, 
In the trenches he found schools 
and libraries, and behind the lines 
well-developed recreation facilities. 
SOLDIERS SELF-TAUGHT. 

"In 1930, 45 per cent, of the popu- 
lation was illiterate," he said. "Now 
at least 1,500 schools have been

"^E note with approval the projected 
§?;•: plan for a university magazine, and 
we do so for a number of reasons.' 

In the first place, this so-called 
university seldom displays evidence of its 
universality. Too frequently, faculty is 
arrayed against faculty, and department 
against department. Critical and cutting 
remarks are made by students of one 
faculty about the uselessness of another. 
We are divided against ourselves. 

On such a magazine, we observe that 
provision has been made for representatives 
from every faculty, from all years, and 
from all groups, so that the publication 
will be truly representative of McGill. It 
will make us known, not merely as a 
Medical School, nor as the "little college 
that taught Harvard how to play rugby", 
but as a university of distinction in all the 
important branches of learning. 

It is hardly possible to overestimate 
the need a young writer has for appearing 
in print. He learns something about the 
power or weakness of his style. A college 
magazine gives him a chance to compare 
his work with that, of his contemporaries. 
Like the actor, the writer must consider his 
work in relation to his audience. 

Although the Daily attempts to pub- 
lish a certain amount of the best writing 
at McGill, the editors realize that a 
newspaper is hardly a suitable medium for 
such writing. 

A newspaper, being chiefly concerned 
with current events, offers a limited space 
to literature. Then too it is a perishable 
• commodity, here today and gone tomorrow. 
A good story is not tossed off like a column. 
It should be the result of care and honest 
work. As such, it cannot receive adequate 
recognition when printed in a newspaper. 
Good writing at McGill should be given 
an opportunity to express itself in some 
more permanent periodical. 

The practical difficulties of such a 
project have not been overlooked. The 
mistakes of the late unlamented Arts 
'Jndergradmtes Magazine can quite easily 
e avoided by tactful co-operation with 
the proper authorities. 

Therefore, we take pleasure in com- 
mending one of the first constructive ideas 
advanced around this university in many 
a long day. The organizers of the 
magazine will have much to contend with: 
general student apathy, the high-school 
grad's puerile prejudice against those who 
write, and the pessimism of the "practical" 
men. Should it succeed, however, it will 
supply a long-felt want at McGill. 



declares itself to be in some measure that 
form of discussion group attempting to 
reduce the chaotic, separate and unrelated 
movements of the sciences. 

That there is à definite demand -for 
such an organizational form is well borne 
out by the large attendances at Society 
meetings this year. Honour students in 
physics, sociology and biology sitting 
together in common discussion constitute 
a rare scene on our campus. 

This very fact has resulted in a 
certain amount of difficulty in carrying 
out an organized discussion. Thus some 
iron-bound biologists are vigorously pro- 
testing the habble-dash of ideas presented. 

The criticism although valid fails to 
grasp that the Biological Society in 
attempting to integrate modern trends is 
confronted by huge problems in the form 
of the distinct languages used by the groups 
represented. Thus the sociologist will 
expound on the biological method using 
sociological terms. The physicist will 
reduce life to the relations of inert particles 
of matter. The philosopher will talk of 
the soul of man, monkeys and dogs in one 
breath. 

Biologists must think socially. This 
does not mean that 'they must suddenly 
cease to remember all they ever knew 
about heredity, chromosomes and the 
central nervous system. Instead when 
they make general statements on the living 
organism they must make certain that they 
are not applying their own restricted 
phraseology to a problem that requires the 
peculiar symbols, or concepts of a science 
that will extend and deepen man's 
knowledge of the phenomenon investigated. 

The Society maintains that it will not 
submerge itself in hopeless generalities or 
lose its identity by this program, but that 
such an attack will strengthen its own 
specific nature. 



evident propositions is whether they cohere 
with better founded propositions. 

Now, among these ideas of which we are 
conscious there are considerable and definite 
differences. Feelings, beliefs, and emotions 
differ greatly from images which are called 
objects. What these images mean seems to be 
instinctively explained, for we never doubt 
that they represent substances external from 
the mind, but beyond instinct, in logic, their 
very nature will explain this. For example, it 
is probably from them that we conceive the 
proposition that one plus one equals two; then 
one plus one does not equal six nor seven, but 
always two, so that from this and other similar 
propositions we see that it is also in the nature 
of these things to be ever constant and to 
proceed always from a reason. Each effect has 
a cause. Then, since feelings, thoughts, and 
ideas of one sort can be voluntarily changed 
and controlled, while images are of another 
kind and are controlled by causes external to 
the mind, we conclude that these images 
themselves represent substances external to the 
mind. This is because the causes lié in the 
things themselves. 

Such are the logical foundations in the 
belief in matter, and we need go no farther. 
We can see many reasons why the self-evident 
should be true, and why matter should exist, 
but no reason why we should believe the 
contrary. Therefore even though you may be 
dissatisfied with these arguments, as I can 
conceive you might be, bear this in mind; and 
henceforth argument shall be our means and 
our guide towards truth, for argument is thé 
application of the self-evident in such a way 
as to temper truth by coherence.

Sociological Aspects 
of Biology 

^yORLD science is failing in its 
obligations and responsibilities to an 
advanced society when it persists in 
ignoring the essential social nature of its

a certain school of philosophy, chemistry 
• physics violently attack the concepts, of 
biologists and sociologists without any 
attempt on their part to understand the 
limitations of their own field. 

Science cannot work in a vacuum. It 
cannot be "pure". Attitudes of smug 
attachment to the specific terminology, 
rules and methods of work of a particular 
'science produce scientific workers that arc 
of np use to a progressive society.

Second Essay. 

N this, the second of the essays dedicated to 
the explanation of Life, I have proposed to 
shaw why it is that the self-evident must be 
true. On this all knowledge depends, and I am 
well aware of the difficulty of the task, there- 
fore I- shall be obliged if you be very critical 
of what I say, but at the same time place 
yourself as far as possible in my way of 
thinking, so that you may understand before 
you find fault.. ' 

Since we are to determine the truth of 
things I shall define truth. It is simply the 
quality ascribed to any thought which expresses 
a fact. By 'fact' I mean 'that which is', and 
I am sure there is no difficulty here, for the 
real difficulty lies in finding when a thought 
does express a fact. 

We have seen that all knowledge either 
stands up or collapses as the self-evident is 
true or not. When I began to fear that all 
knowledge might be denied, there was one 
thing for which I certainly feared most: my 
own existence. But on further examination I 
saw that this is one thing I never can deny. 
Of matter and the facts connected with it I 
may have no experience except through the 
mind, but of myself I have direct experience; 
I am in direct contact with a fact, the fact of 
consciousness. And anything of which con- 
sciousness is conscious is defined as existing, 
whether only as an idea or independently of 
consciousness. That is, the "I" is existing 
whether only as a consciousness or something 
more. ■ 

This consciousness is always seen to be 
consciousness of something, and that is the 
only way it can be understood. I am conscious, 
for instance, of myself, of feelings, of thoughts, 
of images, of sounds, and so on. All these 
things I call ideas. With respect to conscious- 
ness these ideas only exist in so far as it is 
conscious of them, or, through consciousness 
I am in direct contact with facts in the form 
of ideas, no matter how ephemeral they may 
be. These ideas have certain qualities and 
relations existing between them of which I 
become directly conscious through the under 
standing, but which I do not create by becoming 
conscious of them. I may voluntarily create 
ideas and give them qualities, but there are 
some qualities of particular ideas, and some 
of all ideas, over which I have no control 
whatever. For when I am conscious of ideas, 
I find them with these qualities and relations 
which are in the very nature of ideas, and 
which I cannot change, but which exist, since 
I am conscious of them. When these qualities 
and relations are expressed in thoughts they 
are called self-evident truths, and their quality 
of which I am conscious is that they are 
unchangeable and eternal. 

I have not here been "proving" that the 
self-evident is true by reducing it to other 
self-evident truth, but I have merely been 
showing where the belief originates, and why. 
When it is seen that self-evident truth deals 
with the very nature of ideas with v which we 
are directly in contact, for our "being" com- 
prises these ideas, it becomes clear this truth 
does express a fact, just as the truth that ideas 
exist expresses such a fact. 

At this point you may ask whether it is 
not possible, as in moral truth, (which we are 
not here considering), that a person' might 
have a mistaken notion as to what is self- 
evidently true or false. Well, there are also 
men who have lost, or never had, the power 
of sight, but that has no bearing on the fact 
that, others see. The nature of self-evident 
truth is of the kind that it involves a certain 
amount of judgment in the comprehension, and 
the lack of this judgment may lead to error. 
It is in the nature of facts that truth cannot 
be contradicted, and the result is that truth 
is coherent.

Approaching your columns with 
that apprehensive shyness of kings 
and generations which knew not 
Joseph, which assails those who 
have ceased to be active in univer 
sity life, I beg leave to discuss cer- 
tain aspects of an article on the 
theatre which appeared in the Daily 
a few days ago. I shall not com- 
ment on the main argument, but as 
I was one of the original members 
of the Players Club in 1925 and 
was its producing director in the 
days of such presentations as The 
Witch, Morn to Midnight, Beggar 
on Horseback, Loyalties, Road to 
Rome, and He Who Gets Slapped, 
my opinions may be guessed, 

I' do feel, however, that a few 
remarks, about the reference to the 
MRT might be in order, especially 
as the MRT has been a sort of 
"graduate school" for me and many 
other members of the Players Club, 
some of whom are now making 
names for themselves on the Lon- 
don and New York stages. 

The somewhat slighting infer- 
ences regarding Martha Allan 
could not have been made, of 
course, by anyone who was com- 
pletely informed. Her contribu- 
tions to the cause of the theatre in 
Montreal as producer, actress and 
in many other capacities have been 
too valuable to need any defence 
from me. And it might be said in 
passing that very few artistic en- 



terprises have been initiated and 
carried through without the urge 
for expression and fulfilment on 
the part of some individual. 

The "top hat and tails" cliche is 
decidedly outworn, but it is per- 
fectly true that one of the main 
functions of the MRT is that of 
providing theatrical entertainment 
for a wide cross-section of Mont- 
real's more intelligent theatre pub- 
lic. To infer that this must imply 
dramatic mediocrity and a complete 
disregard of all that is true and 
beautiful in the drama is unreason- 
able, and, in view of the accom- 
plishments and activities of the 
MRT, again denotes a lack of com- 
plete information. 

As I look back over the seven 
years of the MRT's history I recall 
four Shakespearean productions, 
Hamlet, Romeo and Juliet, Twelfth 
Night and Merry Wives of Wind- 
sor; Ibsen's Hedda Gabier; Capek's 
R.U.R.; Rice's Adding Machine; 
Gogol's Inspector General; O'Neill's 
Hairy Ape; Shaw's Back to Methu- 
selah; Langner's Periphery; Odet's 
Waiting For Lefty; the Marvellous 
History of St. Bernard; Chester 
Mysteries; Perrot the Prodigal; 
North American premiere? of Noe 
and Lady Precious Stream.- To 
these add plays which have less 
purely artistic or controversial sig- 
nificance, but are definitely ack- 
nowledged good, sound drama, such 
as Blind Alley, Libel, Candida, The 
Roof, Dangerous Corner, Man With a 
Load of Mischief. Add again some 
60 original Canadian plays produced 
in the effort to encourage playwrit- 
ing in this country. I will not dwell 
on the MRT's contribution to the 
drama in other ways but, taken as 
a whole, the organization has a 
record of which I, for one, cannot 
bring myself to feel ashamed. 

We of, the MRT should be de- 
lighted if R.S. and anyone else at 
McGill who is really interested in 
the drama* would visit us and be- 
come better • acquainted with our 
work and ideals.

Dear Sir: 

In your editorial on "The Free- 
dom of the Press' in the Daily of 
Nov. 9, it is openly suggested that 
a statement seems necessary on 
my part, since I apparently approve 
the Council's stand while at the 
same time being a party to a severe 
criticism of it. I have delayed 
writing this letter because I feel 
that haste has already been. respon- 
sible for too many unfair state- 
ments from both sides of the ques- 
tion.

ion are respected? I am responsi- 
ble to the Arts Undergraduate So- 
ciety, and until I am sure that a 
majority opposes my stand, I do 
not intend to resign from the Coun- 
cil. 

In the above-mentioned editorial, 
it is implied that I was a member of 
a group that had been given a fair 
chance to express its views in the 
Daily, but chose "devious methods" 
instead. May I say here that neither 
I nor any one else had any intention 
of publicly criticizing the Council's 
action, until it was discovered about 
twelve o'clock Sunday night, that 
a news release was being prepared, 
presenting the reasons for the ac- 
tion of the majority of the Council. 
The people involved, were told that 
no official statement could be pub- 
lished by, the Student Christian 
Movement, and that they could only 
publish letters as Student Society 
members. In this situation, only 
one alternative seemed open in or- 
der that the Council's minority 
viewpoint might also be presented 
as well as the position of the S.C.M.. 
I was thus a party in ' publishing 
the Handbill because I believed 
the Student Body should be made 
aware of all the aspects of the situ- 
ation in order to make a just de- 
cision possible. Some mistakes have 
occurred, and I am ready to ac- 
knowledge them. 

CONFIDENCE IN COUNCIL. 

At the Arts Undergraduate 
Smoker on Tuesday evening, No- 
vember 9th, it will be remembered 
a motion was put expressing con- 
fidence in the Council. To this' 
moved an amendment to postpone 
discussi: ., for two reasons: (1) AI 
though it was the annual meeting 
of the society, no indication that the 
issue would be discussed was ever 
made beforehand, so that a good 
many members who would have 
been present to discuss the matter 
were not there. In respect to this 
fairly large group, I believed dis- 
cussion should be postponed, (2) 
If the motion was to be discussed 
and passed at that time, I indicated 
the necessity of resigning since I 
represented a minority opinion on 
the Council. I also stated that in 
sufficient knowledge of both sides 
of the question on the part of a 
majority present would make 
wise conclusion impossible. 

But during the discussion several 
speakers reiterated the fact that 
the motion was not intended to In- 
volve the particular issue or myself 
personally. Therefore, since I firmly 
support student government; and 
am very concerned that it grow 
into even greater effectiveness 
through constructive criticism, I 
suggested that we vote 100 per cent, 
in favor of the motion expressing 
confidence in the Council. It may 
be felt by some that I should still 
have resigned, as it may have 
seemed to them the majority would 
have opposed my stand. I do not 
believe this is true, as a good num- 
ber of people who were on the 
opposite side of the amendment I 
had moved, spoke to me and others 
later expressing no animosity 
against the S.C.M. or my own posi 
tion. If, however, there are electors 



who doubt that I represent the ma- 
jority of my faculty I would be glad 
to hear from them and will per- 
sonally be responsible for calling 
another meeting of the Arts Under- 
graduate Society. 

STUDENT GOVERNMENT. 

The difference with the majority 
of the Council which I expressed 
on Tuesday night is to be partly 
explained by my understanding of 
Student Government. In an edi- 
torial on Monday, November 8th, it 
is claimed that the Students' Soci- 
ety has "complete control" over all 
extra-curricular activities "which is 
exercised through the Students' 
Athletic Council and the Students' 
Executive Council. This I do not 
think is a democratic interpreta- 
tion of the Student Society con- 
stitution. Is„the Executive Coun- 
cil to have "complete control" over 
every organization of students that 
functions on the campus? The dele- 
gation of such power to a small 
group is, I believt, definitely .not 
intended by the Constitution which 
gives the Students' Society "general 
control of all student activity on the 
campus." 

Therefore I opposed the action 
taken in the Council to ask an or- 
ganization to submit its financial 
canvass of members and friends for 
the Council's approval, because I 
saw implications in this action in- 
volving many campus organizations, 
not given a grant by the Council, 
and representing special and not 
general student interests. If an or- 
ganization should propose to use 
Student Society facilities for .reach- 
ing all students indiscriminately to 
appeal for funds, I too, should ex- 
pect it to seek authorization, but 
when it expressly sets out to con- 
tact a limited number of carefully 
selected students who are Interested 
in some or all of its activities, then 
I think it is unnecessary for it to 
ask for authorization. 

I think it is clear that my stand 
does not deny the Council's juris- 
diction, but seeks to define it. I 'am 
hopeful of a satisfactory conclusion 
of this question at a meeting of 
the Council and the S.C.M. Cabinet 
next Tuesday.

exchange for poems, essays, draw- 
ings and criticism. 

"As early as last December, I vis- 
ited a sector of the front line in the 
Guadarrama Mountains composed 
of a series of fortified posts, and 
found each post had a well-equip- 
ped school with a library. In one 
particular post, established in a 
ruined sanitarium, about 200 sol- 
diers conducted lectures every 
morning, as well as debates and 
concerts." 

Soldiers were supplied by the 
Government with specially designed 
self-teaching readers. One such 
book, a copy of which Mr. Sise had 
on his desk, consisted of 50 pages 
of simple slogans and illustrations, 
and included an exercise book for 
practice, and a blank postcard ad- 
dressed to the Minister of Educa- 
tion on which comments on the 
course could be written. "These peo 
pie feel a tremendous enthusiasm 
for learning. They feel a new world 
opening in front of them." 

STUDENTS ARE ACTIVE. 
"The whole group of intellectuals 
is backing the Government. The 
young artists, writers, and poets are 
solidly behind the Loyalists." Spain 
is one of the few countries in the 
world where poetry is a natural and 
spontaneous form of expression for 
all classes, he pointed out. The war 
has produced a large number of new 
poems, often written in the trenches. 
Extraordinary care, too, has been 
taken to preserve the artistic heri- 
tage of the country. Paintings from 
the Prado Museum in Madrid have 
been removed to Valencia to be 
stored and catalogued in bomb- 
proof medieval dungeons. 

Schools and universities through- 
out the land have been reorganized 
and reopened; teachers have been 
taken out of the army and restored 
to their former positions, he said. 
The University of Madrid, whose 
new buildings are in the front line, 
is carrying on with the old build- 
ings in the center of the city. 

"What part has the university stu- 
dent played in the war?" he was 
asked. 

"During the struggle for the for- 
mation of the Republic, students all 
over Spain were very active be- 
cause the Republic stood for Twen- 
tieth Century educational methods. 
Students are still active in the army, 
which probably is, by the way, the 
youngest army on record." 

Mr. Sise concluded: "The morale 
of the people is still high. They re- 
alize they are fighting not only for 
their physical existence, but for 
their cultural and spiritual welfare 
as well."
